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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. - 

Claims 21-22, 25, 31, 32, 34, 37, 39, 43, 44 and 46-50 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jean-Marie Pare! et al BP Pat. No. 0 927 560 A1 . 

Parel discloses an ocular apparatus comprising: a medicament containment 
member (15); a handle (16), including lateral straddling member (lateral portion of 16) 
and a medial straddling member (medial portion of 16), wherein placement of the 
medical containment member directly on the eye being maintained by the operable 
cooperation of the handle and soft tissue proximate the eye (2c); and a current 
distribution member in electrical communication with the medicament containment 
member (IV, 1 2' and electrical source); as to claims 22, 25, (fig. 2c); as to claim 31 , 
(11); as to claim 32, (16); as to claim 34, (see rejection of claim 21); as to claims 35, 37, 
39, 43, 44, 46-50, (see above rejections). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-24, 26, 29, 36, 38, 40-42 and 45 objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Note: Withdrawn claims 33 and 51 should be canceled, since it has been placed 
in independent form with claim 21 .
